which two persons were killed and 
11 injured Tuesday. — 

James Kinney, Federal air line 
inspector, said Pilot William Lewis 
and Co-pilot Clifford P. Owens, 
who was seriously injured, would 
be questioned ix an effort to fix 
responsibility for the crash. 

“Not often are the pilots of an 
airplane left to tell their story after 
an accident of this sort,” Kinney 
said. “Results of a hearing should 
be most helpful in eliminating the 
danger zones in the West.” 

Lewis, who suffered a fractured 
leg, has said he pancaked the air 
liner down on a Newhall Pass 
ridge when the mountain-side sud- 
denly loomed before him in a snow- 
storm, as, unable to get his bear- 
ings by radio, he decided to at- 
tempt an emergency landing, with 
one motor sputtering and ice form- 
ing on the plane. The crash was 
15 miles from the landing field 
here, to which the plane was bound 
from Salt Lake City. 

Inquest Is Put Off. 

Coroner Frank Nance said he 
would impanel a jury of aviation 
experts, but no inquest would be 
held’ until those injured in the 
Crash were able to testify. 

At Washington the Department 
of Commerce announced more air 
safety regulations were being pre- 
pared. 


The airliner was the fifth to 
crash in the West in four weeks. 
The deaths of Martin Johnson, 
famous African explorer, and 
James A. Braden of Cleveland in- 
creased the number of fatalities 
to 29.

FORCED TO SEEK 
LOAN COMPANY AID 


Two Ex-Officers Testify 
Concern in 1934 Bor- 
rowed $550 Because of 


Shortage of Cash. 


Although the Missouri National 
Life had 200 policies outstanding 
for $1000 or more each when it 
went into receivership Aug. 2 
1935, bank balances for 22 months 


before that date were never as 
much as $1000, it was testified to-. 
day at a hearing before Special 
Referee George E. Mix. 

The testimony was given by Miss 
Leola O'Leary, bookkeeper for the 
company before the receivership 
suit was filed, and for the receiver 
since that time. Reading from 
company records, she cited one 
balance of only $15.19 at the end of 
October, 1933. The largest was 

on Noy. 30, 1934, she said. 

Overdrafts on banks as high as 
$249 were recorded at the end of 
10 months during this period, Miss 
O’Leary testified. There were over- 
drafts at the end of each of the six 
months immediately preceding the 
receivership, she said. On the day 
the suit was filed by State Superin- 
tendent of Insurance R. E., O’Mal- 
ley the balance was $709.24, the 
witness asserted. 

Shortly before the receivership 
the company had received $2500 
from another firm which had re- 
insured a policy on which there 
was a claim, she testified. The com- 
pany owed the beneficiary $3000, 
but had paid only $75 up to the 
date of the receivership, she said. 

Had te Borrow $550. 

It was testified” yeaterday at the 
hearing that the conipany / had 
about $1,500,000 in insurance in 
force, but was so hard pressed fdr 
cash to meet death claims and oth- 
er accounts that it borrowed $550 
from a small loan concern in 1934. 

Continuing her testimony about 
the company’s finances, Miss 
O’Leary said that at the time of the 
receivership post-dated drafts were 
outstanding on 23 claims on Hhife 
policies. 

These claims, aggregating .$11,- 
868.50, were settled for a total of 
$10,432.75, she went on, explaining 
that some were settled for less than 
the face amount of the policies. 
Prior to the receivership, she said, 
payments totaling $4316.20 were 
made, to be applied on the settle- 
ments, leaving a balance due of 
$6191.71 in principal and interest. 
Apparently she had not included 
some items of interest in placing 
the total settlement at $10,432.75. 

Adjuster Checked on Funds. 
During the settlement negotia- 
tions, Miss O’Leary testified, the 
claim adjuster “would always come

money we had on hand.” 

Two former officials of the insur- 
ance company, called as witnesses 
by counsel for Superintendent 
O'Malley; testified yesterday about 
the $550 loan. They were Max Lu- 
bin, 5705 Lotus avenue, now an un- 
dertaker, who was superintendent 
of agents for the company, and Jo- 
seph L Ivanhoe, 4243A Elienwood 
avenue, now an insurance salesman, 
who was vice-president and agency 
director. 

E. W. Fix, Admiral Hotel, 2330 
Olive street, largest ,stockholder, 
was president of the company for 
several months before the receiver- 
ship suit was filed in August, 1935, 
and previously was vice-president. 
Ivanhoe has asserted Fix represent- 
ed himself as being worth. $1,000,- 
000. Lubin testified that Fix said, 
about July, 1934, that he would not 
put “another dime” into the busi- 
ness. ’ 

Got Loan for Company. 

“T had put $1000 into the com- 
‘pany’'s -stock,”. @aid Lubin, “so I 
said then I would get a loan for the 
company, as I was a stockholder 
in the Progress Loan Co, We bor- 
rowed $550 in order to get $505 
cash; we needed $500 right away 
for claims. . They charged 9 per 
cent interest immediately, with the 
loan payable weekly; the interest 
really figured, I believe, around 20 
per cent. 

“The company gave 50 post-dated 
checks for $11 each and as they 
came due Progress Loan would 
cash the checks. This is a small 
loan concern, but as I owned more 
stock than the amount of this loan 
they made it, and I put up my 


stock as collateral, although the 


loan went to Ivanhoe.” 

The note at the Progress Loan 
Co., Ivanhoe related, was signed by 
himself and his wife, with Lubin 
and Martin A. Beffo, real estate 
dealer, then president of the insur- 
ance company, as co-signers. Ivan- 
hoe said the proceeds were used for 
claims and other bills, + 

Agents for ‘the company, which 
has offices at 3929 Olive street, 
were permitted to write policies in 
a burial league as well as to sell 
life insurance, because they were 
not .making money with the iatter 
alone, Ivanhoe~ said. The burial 
league had a Negro minister as 
president and had a contract with 
Beffa, Ivanhoe said. 

He asserted that Beffa made a 
subsidiary contract with him, Lubin, 
Jo: -h W. Maurer, secretary of the 
insurance company, and the « late 
Willian C. Ghio, treasurer of the 
insuran . company. Beffa, Maurer 
and Ghio were partners in the Maur- 
er-Ghio-Beffa Realty Co. To a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, Lubin and Ivan- 
hoe related that the burial league 
sold funeral policies to white per- 
sons and Negroes; that they. sup-

Wayne Rideout Joins Stars. 

The recent performance of 
Wayne Rideout, of Texas, when he 
defeated Donald Lash, the world’s 
two-mile record holder, in the sec- 
ond fastest time ever made out- 
doors, in the United States, is a 
splendid illustration of how ath- 
letes develop overnight. Wayne and 
his twin brother, Blaine, have been 
competing in college meets for 
three or four years. Until last fall 
they confined their efforts to middle 
distance races without much suc- 
cess.

SUPPORTS THEORY DIABETES 
IS LIVER DISTURBANCE 


Dr. I. A. Mirsky of Cincinnati Re- 
ports on Inquiry Into Sugar 
in Blood Stream. 
By the Associated Press. 

CINCINNATI, Jan. 14.—Dr. I. 
Arthur Mirsky told the Cincinnati 
Academy of Medicine yesterday that 
investigation by himself and col- 
leagues had strengthened a theory 
that diabetes might be the result 
of an effort by the liver to make 
up. a deficiency of its own carbo- 
hydrate contents by producing a 
supplemental supply of sugar from 
other substances, such as fat and 


protein. 
The studies at the Institute. for 
Medical Research at Jewish Hos- 


pital, Dr. Mirsky said, show that}. 


the liver converts other substances 
to sugar in order to supply the de- 
ficiency when it loses its own abil- 
ity to retain. a normal supply of 
glycogen. The sugar produced by 
the liver then: enters the blood 
stream and the unnaturel expedi- 
ent produces toxic substances. 

While the process continues until 
the sugar’ content of the blood 
reaches an abnormally high level, 
as a rule it does not reach the 
point where the physiological needs 
of the liver for sugar are satis- 
fied. 

Dr. Mirsky said it still was diffi- 
cult to determine the fundamental 
causes of diabetes in individual 
cases but that it appeared likely 
the same disturbances of the liver 
ocurred in all cases. This, he em- 
phasized, supported a belief that 
diabetes, rather than being a. dis- 
ease in itself, was a disturbance 
of the liver resulting from any of 
several causes.

DOCTOR SAYS STATE HEALTH 
DIVISION IS POLITICAL FOOTBALL 


U. 8S. Service Representative Ex- 
plains to Meeting Pian to End 
Condition. ? 

A plan for taking the Missouri 
State Health Department out of pol- 
ities and creating a continuing or- 
ganization for public health, was 
described to medical authorities and 
civic organizations at McMillan 
Hospital, 517 South Kingshighway, 
last night by Dr. K. E. Miller of the 
United States Public Health Service, 
who recently completed a survey of 
the State. 

“The State has never approached 
the public health problem serious- 
ly,” Dr. Miller said; “It has been a 
political football. In only one in- 
stance in the past 27 years, has a 
State Health Commissioner held 
office for more than four years. 
He usually goes Out with the Gov- 
ernor.” | 

Under the United States Public 
Health Service plan, described 
in yesterday’s editions of the 
Post-Dispatch, the seven members 
of the State Board of Health would 
be appointed by the Governor for 
seven-year terms, the terms of one 
member expiring each year and 
thus removing the board from con- 
trol of one administration. It also 
would take authority for appoint- 
ment of the State Health Commis- 
sioner from the Governor and place 
it in the hands of the State Board 
of Health. The State Health Com- 
missioner would serve for an unlim- 
ited term and appoint his own de- 
partment heads. Department heads, 
in turn, would select their own per- 
sonnel from persons meeting stand- 
ard requirements of education and 
experience.

ANTI-SMOKE BILL INTRODUCED 


IN UNIVERSITY CITY BOARD 


Forbids Use of Soft Coal in Most 


An -anti-smoke ordinance pro- 
hibiting the use of soft coal in 
most hand-fired heating equipment 
after next Sept. 15, was introduced 
last night in the University City 
Board of Aldermen. The bill is 
similar to that recently adopted by 
Clayton. 

The use of soft coal in dwellings 
having. hand-fired heating plants 
with more than 1200 square feet 
radiation, or its equivalent, would 
be prohibited. Houses ‘with less 
than seven rooms probably would 
be. the only ones exempt. ‘Others 
might continue to use soft coal if 
stokers were installed or they 
might meet requirements by. using: 
anthracite coal or coke, or install- 
ing gas or oil burning equipment. 

. Annual inspections of industrial 
plants, business houses and dwell- 
ings for four or more families 
would -be made and the smoke in- 
spector would be authorized to seal 
furnaces after 10 days’ notice if 
cause for complaint has not been 
rectified. The ordinance ‘would re- 
place the present city law enacted 
Sept. 27, 1933, ‘which has been 
found unsatisfactory because of 
lack of proper provisions for en- 
forcement. Approval of heating 
plant in new construction in in- 
stallation of new heating equipment 
would be required. Fines of from 
$1 to $500 are provided for viola- 
tions.

The day, according to private advices 
from Hollywood, is perhaps not far dis- 
tant when they'll have to use English 
actors in American Westerns. 


The big annexation business in the 
theater goes even farther. English scene 
designers like Rex Whistler, Oliver Mes- 
sel and Gladys Calthrop, English plays 
like “The Holmeses of Baker Street” and 
“The Two Mrs. Carrolls” by the truck 
load, and English stage directors like 


Reginald Bach, Auriol Lee and Tyrone 


Guthrie are all over the place and on 
every hand. Revivals of ancient English 
plays like “The Country Wife” and “Mur- 
der in the Old Red Barn” occupy the 
American. scene, and “Victoria Regina” 
already holds the stage in New York for 
more than a solid year. When theater 
orchestras play “My County "Tis of Thee” 
we all now hospitably sing the words of 
“God Save the King” to the tune. In 
fact, the panorama has got to be so com- 
prehensively British that American thea- 
ter goers now put on white ties and tails 
to go even to Minsky’s. * 

Backing up this season’s annexation sta- 
tistics are the records of antecedent sea- 
sons. Many English actors and actresses 
are now so completely identified with the 
American stage that no one any longer 
thinks of them as being English. For 
example, Lynn Fontanne, Violet Heming, 
Margaret, Wycherly, Edith Wynne Matthi- 
son, Dennis King, Walter Huston (born 
in Canada), James Rennie (ditto), Lu- 
cile “Watson, Herbert Rawlinson, .and 
many dozens of others.
